It was Father Ryan, the southern 


poet, first who said: "A land without 
ruins is a Is-nd without memories." _ If 
such be the truth," Alabama is not with- 
out memories. A visit to the planta- 
tion of Capt. Cliff Kirkpatriek, situated 
about twelve miles from Selma, in Dal- 
las county, beside the rippling waters 
'of the Alabama river, where the once 
city of Cahaba, for many years the cap- 
ital of the state, and the seat of culture 
and learning, stood, will convince one 
of this fact. What was once the streets 
and boulevards of the gay city are now 
broad fields, where stately stalks of 
corn and spreading plants of cotton; 
grow in luxuriance, nourished by .the 
fertile .soil upon which famous men in 
Alabama's history half, a century ago 
gathered to solve grave- problems of 
state or to enjoy the unalloyed pleas- 
ures of antebellum times. 
-' Before the days of railroads, says the 
Chattanooga Times, Cahaba, then the 
capital of Alabama, was in her glory. 
Beautifully situated, with steamboats 
plying up and down the Alabama river 
between Cahaba and Mobile, .carrying 
down cargoes of cotton and produce and 
returning with merchandise, the ancient 
capital became the inland metropolis 
of her state. The bulk of the cotton 
crop, was shipped through it..'.. The 
wealthy planters and slave owners 
made- • their, purchases there and its 
trade became -large. It was likewise 
the hub of aristocracy and the seat of 
colleges and schools of a. high order,' 
When the legislature .was in session the 
season of gayety set in. The palatial 
homes of the wealthy and .historic fam- 
ilies, many of whom owned lordly man- 
sions in and around Cahaba, were 
thrownopen and southern hospitality 
held uninterrupted sway. These homes 
were veritable palaces -of luxuriance^ 
for their owners lived iin the lap of 
plenty.

the war, when railfoads missed it and 
were built to Selma. and'Montgomery;

SET OF POTTAWATOMIE SUN. 


Only a Remnant Left of a Once Powerful 


Indian Tribe. 


The census of faie-pottawatomie In- 


dians of southwestern;"Michigan has 
just been completed and shows the rem- 
nant of this once powerful tribe to 
number-only 213 souls. . The enumera- 
fiqn was taken under direction of the 
department of the interior and was for 
the purpose of finding the number who 
are entitled to participate in the distri- 
bution of" 8104,000, claimed as arrears 
due the tribe.' For a score or more of 
years Indians have planned, hoped and 
schemed to get money. The claim was 
finally favorably considered in the 
court of claims at Washington, says the 
Detroit Free Press, and the money will 
be distributed among the Indians as 
soon as the guardians, are appointed for 
the minor children and certain legal 
formalities-complied with. 


At the time of the first settlement 


with the Indians, soon- after. the_ civil 
war, they were in terrible straits and 
were induced to accept the sum of ?80,- 
000 in full payment of their claims. 
They accepted it under protest, how- 
ever and the present claim has been 
peuding^ince that time. -The money 
was soon spent in dissipation, and the 
members of tlve tribe have since _ eked 
out a precarious existence, building 
cabins away from the roads and man-. 
aging to supply the necessaries of life 
by cutting wood and occasionally -work- 
ing as laborers. The remnant of the 
tribe is mostly domiciled in Silver 
Creek township, Cass (&inty, and on a 
tract of land, near Watervliet, in Ber- 
rien county!,. Dissipation, civilization 
and inter-marriage are together prov- 
inn- too much for these, children of the 
forest. The deaths usually outnumber 
the births, and bits of legend only will 
soon remain to tell the tale of Potta- 
watomie occupation in Michigan. The 
new allowance of $104,000 will probably 
assist in thinning the ranks a little 
faster instead of insuring the comfort 
of those wbo'remain.

Lawrence Barrett, rich and 
famous, played in Minneapolis while 
only two blocks away his old father 
worked and starved as a poverty 
stricken tailor, and the actor never 
went to see him, When fame enters 
the soul filial love is the first of the 
sentiments to be given its dismissal.
